in Japau, sho hada startling welcome to Hong- 
kong. “The city was on (ire and was wrappad 
in colamas of amoke, whilathe beating ofdrams 
and tho tolling of bolls sounding out of tho 
darkaoss fold ‘of agitation and starm. The 
hotels were packed with refagaos, and sho had 
to be carried ia a bamboo chair through terror.

After a distingnished .carcer at the 
University, he was orJained io 1856, and, was 
appointed curate of Bt, Clemot Danes, and 
subsequently of St, Panl’s, Hammersmith, In 
1864 Mr. Butcher went to, Shanghai as 
Consular Chaplain; and waa mide adonn of 
Shanghai Cathedral in 1876, His chaplainoy 
of All Sainte’, Cairo, dutad from 1880. . De, 
Batcher was endowed with literary gifts of s 
yory high order. His principal publiahed works 
consist of articles on Chinase phitosophy in the 
“Edinborgh Review,” “Sermons Presched in 
tho East," and“ Armonom in Egypt.’

of their operations. . 

Tt is jboliovad:- thit the Kaiser, who holds 
strong views on this subjact, has hoon inaten- 
montal in raising tho qnostion again; Onoof 
the most stinging acticles: dealing with the 
grievanos felt by Germiny is writton by De. 
‘Theodore Schiem my, who is woll known as an 
intimate friend of the Emperor, and as the 
Gorman Governmont’s principal Pcoss agent.
